Pennsylvania is going in debt $5,000,000.00 per month 
under the Earle administration and the New Deal. 
A t the end of the fiscal year on M ay 31, 1937, the deficit 
in the State I reasury will be $60,000,000.00, according to 
C harles A . \\ titers, State I reasurer. 
I o balance the budget for the current bi ennium, the Earle 
administration would need an increased income equal to a tax 
rate of five mills on the total assessed real estate in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 


On this basis — if state taxes were collected on real estate 
— the property owners and tenants in Bucks county would 
return $530,000.00 to the State Treasury before next May.
